The committees worked 
faithfully and brought to the 
Assembly some fine and 1n- 
teresting propositions, In 
some instances the advice ot 
the committees were accept- 
ed, while in others there 
were some amendments and 
changes. But everything 
was freighted with love and 
good will. 


New Features 


It was decided to have a 
register book prepared for 
use by all the churches, so 
allthe records of the local 
churches can be kept ina uni- 
form manner and more com- 
plete than hetetofore. This 
book is to be prepared and on 
sale at the Evangel office at a 
reasonable price. 


A body of elders are to be 
selected to sit in council with 
the getieral overseer, similar 
to the one mentioned at Acts 
21:18. They are to consist of 
not less than twelve men, 
true and tried and known to 
be eldersindeed. This body 
is to be increased from time 
to time as the demand re- 
quires until the number 
reaches seventy, and this is 
to be the limit. This body is 
to be presided over by the 
general overseer. Before 
them shall be brought the dif- 
ficult questions and hard 
problems. 


This body of elders in con- 
junction with the overseers 





of the different states and 
territories are to select and 
place the pastors for the best 
interest of the churches and 
as far as possible in harmony 
with their wishes. 


A new publishing com- 
mittee was selected compos- 
ed of F. J. Lee, T. S. Payne, 
J. L Scott, Geo. T. Brouayer 
and A. J. Lawson. They are 
expected to see to it that the 
Evangel is published as well 
as the Sunday school litera- 
ture etc. 

At the meeting of this com- 
mittee held November 9 at 
the Evangel office they un- 
animously agreed upon A. J. 
Tomlinson for editor and 
publisher. When they call- 
ed him to know if he would 
accept the position he ex- 
pressed his desire to be re- 
lieved of _ the. responsibility, 
but if they really desired it, 
and sincerely believed that 
he should do so he was will- 
ing to accept it and serve to 
the very best of his ability. 
So here we go again for an- 
other year tf the dear Lord 
tarries 

Itwasa_ prevailing sen- 
timent in the assembly that 
we should secure and our 
printing own plant and do our 
own work. A movement 
was started to raise enough 
money to launch this enter- 
prise and put it in operation. 
About $700 or more were 
subscribed, not asa gift or 
donation, but as ai invest- 
ment. It is desired to have 
this fund increased until a 
sufficient amoumt is raised to 
equip a full printing plant, so 
that we may be able to do all 
of the work required for the 
furtherance of the great 
Church of God that we all 
love so well. - 


While at the Assembly 
some who had _ subscribed 
wished to pay their subscrip- 
tion, but we were not fully 
prepared to receive it as the 
plans had not been matured, 
but we are now ready to re- 
ceive this money, and when 
it is received it will be placed 
to your credit as an invest- 
ment. Wedo not promise 
to pay stockholders any divi- 
dend, but should the work 
prosper and grow as expect- 
ed their may be some divi- 
dends after the work gets 
well on the way. 


Ten dollars is considered 
ashare, and any one can 
take one or more shares, and 
be a member of the comipa- 
ny, but the business will be 





under the supervision of the 
publishing committee rather 
than the selection of a presi- 
dent, directors, etc., by the 
members of the company. 
And if any desire to give 
their money instead of invest 
it after the: order of a busi- 
ness proposition it will be 
accepted and placed to the 
credit of the Evangel instead 
of the individual.. But we 
will always keepa careful 
record of the name of the 
giver. 

For the benefit of those 
who may wish to invest a 
half a share, or five dollars, 
will say that it will be ac- 
cepted, but we would rather 
have a full share or more. 
Also will further explain that 
if you wish toinvest as much 
as$100.00 and pay five orten 
dollars per month or a dollar 
week we will make arrange- 
mentsto manage it in this 
way.
